Famous  La  Meri 
Comes  to  Campus 

After  Years’  Study,  Hard 
Working  Artist  Makes 
Brilliant  Career. 

Program  Is  Rare  Feature 

Dance  Enchantress  Is  Author; 
Travels  Throughout  World; 
Heads  Own  School. 

•La  Meri.  the  dance  enchantress 
of  a  thousand  and  one  nights,  will 
appear  with  her  Exotic  Ensemble 
at  the  College  auditorium  Monday, 
February  7,  8:15  p,  m.  Her  pro¬ 

gram  is  tile  major  entertainment 
of  the  winter  quarter. 

After  years  of  study,  La  Meri 
has  richly  earned  the  brilliant 
career  she  has  made.  .When  small 
she  was  told  she  could  never 
dance,  but  little  Meri  locked  her¬ 
self  in  her  room  and  practiced 
dance  steps.  Later  she  was  told  she 
could  never  become  famous,  but  via 
the  chorus  and  night  clubs,  she 
climbed  upward  to  the  position  of 
"feature.” 

“You  can’t  be  a  concert  dancer 
or  travel  without  lots  of  money,” 
she  was  told.  But  she  has  travelled 
three  times  'around  the  world  and 
is  more  widely  known  personally 
than  any  other  concert  dancer  to 
date. 

Excels!  Native  Dancers 

Again  she  was  told,  "You  can’t 
do  native  dances  unless  you  are  a 
native,”  but  the  press  of  India  de¬ 
clared  her  superior  to  their  own 
dancers  and  the  Spanish  critics  de¬ 
clared  her  the  equal  of  the  great¬ 
est  in  Spain. 

Although  told  it  was  impossible 
to  do  more  than  one  dance  tech¬ 
nique  at  a  time,  La  Meri  mastered 
ballet,  and  modern  and  the  dance- 
arts  of  fifteen  alien  peoples.  To 
her  “You  can’t”  meant  “I  will.” 

Has  Written  Four  Books 

Already  the  author  of  four  books, 
La  Meri  will  gather  material  to 
institutionalize  the  ethnologic 
dance.  She  plans  to  open  a  field  for 
serious  young  artists  of  exotic 
-  dance-arts  through  the  launching 
of  the  Exotic  Ballet  Company. 

La  Meri  says  she  is  well  because 
she  has  no'  time  to  get  sick,  no 
time  to  get  tired.  She  hasn't  even 
time  for  a  hobby  although  she 
speaks  nostalgically  of  dogs  and 
horses  and  country  life  and  remem¬ 
bers  that  she  once  wanted  to  be  p 
cowboy. 

Advises  Young  Dancers 

"When  young  dancers  come  to 
study  with  me,”  she  says,  “I  tell 
them  if  you  really  love  dancing,  be 
a  ’  dancer.  For  it  is  doubtful  if  a 
dancer’s  career  will  bring  you  suc¬ 
cess,  money,  fame,  or  happiness. 
But  I  guarantee  it  will  always  bring 
you  plenty  of  dancing.” 

Slim  and  dark-haired  with  merry 
blue  eyes  and  a  provocative  dimple, 
La  Meri  is  a  little  lady  who  is  ad¬ 
mired'  by  men,  women,  and  children. 

Discussing  the  entertainment  of 
La  Meri  and  her  Exotic  Ensemble, 
Walter  Terry,  of  the  New  York 
Herald  Tribune  said,  “The  dances 
for  the  entire  program  were  dis¬ 
tinguished  by  breath-taking  cos¬ 
tumes  and  by  the  breath-taking 
dancing  of  La  Meri  herself.  .  .  .”

Dr.  Ollfford  L.  Bishop  represent¬ 
ed  the  College  at  a  Parent  Teacher 
Association  meeting  dealing  with 
tire  question  of  school  reorganiza¬ 
tion  in  northwest  Missouri,  in 
Westboro,  on  January  17.

Planned  with  the  idea  or  giving 
intellectual  stimulation,  February 
lectures  will  be  presented  encli 
Sunday  afternoon  during  the  month 
at  4  o’clock  in  the  Horace  Mann 
auditorium.  These  lectures  have 
been  held  on.  the  campus  every 
February  since  1937. 

Mr.  John  S.  Taylor 
Mr.  John  S.  Taylor,  instructor  .in 
the  social  science  department,  will 
present  the  first  lecture  this  year 
on  February  G.  Entitled  "Why 
Don't  We  Really  Help  Youth?"' the 
lecture  is  an  analysis  of  the  prob¬ 
lems  confronting  youth  today. 

In  his  address,  Mr.  Taylor-  will 
emphasize  the  fact  that  people  are 
not  really  helping  youth  today  and 
that  “youth  organizations”  do  not 
really  serve  youth.  He  believes 
that  elders  are  placing  barriers  in 
front  of  young  people  which  pre¬ 
vent  them  from  shouldering  adult 
responsibilities  and  thus  prevent 
them  from  becoming  adults  as 
quickly  as  they  should. 

Mr.  Taylor  was  born  in  Lucknow, 
India,  and  spent  the  first  years  of 
his  life  there;  in  recent  years  he 
has  traveled  throughout  the 
states.  During  his  three  years  in 
the  navy,  (Mr.  Taylor  served  in 
Hawaii,  .the  Philippines,  and  other 
Pacific  areas. 

He  received  his  A.  B.  degree  from 
Illinois  Wesleyan  University .JBlootn- 
ington,  Illinois,  and  his  A.  M.  de¬ 
gree  from  the  University  of  Illin¬ 
ois,  Urbana,  Illinois.  He  taught  in 
the  city  schools  at  Piper  City,  Ill¬ 
inois,  and  Jacksonville,  Illinois,  be¬ 
fore  coming  to  the  College  in  1946. 

Mrs.  Ramona  Canton 
Mrs.  Ramona  Tomlin  Canton, 
chairman  of  the  speech  depart¬ 
ment,  will  speak  February  13.  Her 
lecture  "Trippingly  on  the  Tongue’’ 
concerns  story  tellers  and  story 
telling.  The  lecture  will  support  a 
revival  of  the  art  of  story  telling. 

Mrs.  Canton  has  attended  many 
colleges  and  universities.  Among 
them  are  MacMurray  College  for 
Women,  Jacksonville,  Illinois;  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Iowa,  Iowa  City;  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Wisconsin,.  (Madison; 
University  of  Southern  California, 
Los  Angeles;  University  of  Wash¬ 
ington,  Seattle;  and  State  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Louisiana,  Baton  Rouge. 

Before  coming  to  Maryville,  Mrs. 
Canton  taught  at  Western  Illinois 
State  Teachers  College,  Macomb, 
Illinois. 

Dr.  Edwin  II.  Colbert

It  Is  Customary! 

On  entering  a  restaurant,  the 
woman  precedes  her  escort.  The 
man  then  precedes  her  and  linds 
an  empty  table.  The  only  pre¬ 
scribed  seating  is'  that  the  woman 
should  be  seated  so  as  to  liavfc  the 
better  vie..v.  If  two  couples  enter 
a  booth,  the  one  woman  enters 
first  and  sits  with  her  escort.  The 
other  couple  follow.  In  a  large, 
party,  the  women  are  seated  to 
tiie  right  of  their  escorts. 

The  woman  removes  her  wraps 
*  after  she  is  seated  and  slips  them 
over  the  back  of  the  chair.  Men 
assist  with’  the  wraps  particularly 
when  they  .are  preparing  to  leave. 
Gloves  and  purse  remain  in  the 
woman’s  lap  or  on  a  vacant  chair, 
not  on  the  table. 

Ordering  of  the  food  is  done  by 
tlie  escort  after  first  consulting  his 
guest.  The  escort  should  aid  his 
friend  in  the  selection  of  her  menu 
.by  suggesting  certain  dishes.  (This 
is  of  particular  advantage  to  col¬ 
lege  men — it  affords  an  opportun¬ 
ity  for  the  woman  to  stay  within 
her  escort’s  financial  means.) 

Men  always  rise  when  a  wom¬ 
an  leaves  or  returns  to  the  table, 
also  if  a  woman  approaches  the 
table  to  talk  with  him  or  his 
guests.  The  escort  always  aids  his 
guest  in  putting  on  her  coat,  and 
she  precedes  him  to  the  door. 

Most  rules  on  public  dining  ad¬ 
vise  leaving  a  ten  per  cent  tip  for 
waiter  service.  However,  it  is 
questionable  whether  this  should 
be  required  of  college  men  who  are 
generally  of  lower  financial  means.

Mr.  Long  Collects  Rare 
Rocks,  Fossils  as  Hobby 

Mr.  Meryl  Long,  instructor  in 
physical  science,  has  spent  much 
of  his  spare  time  during  the  past 
12  years  at  his  hobby,  collecting 
fossils,  rare  rocks  and  crystals.  He 
now  has  a  collection  which  has 
cost  him  many  hours  of  hard  dig¬ 
ging  in  many  states. 

Franklin  county,  Kansas,  near 
the  city  of  Ottawa,  has  been  the 
scene  of  most  of  his, work; ,  It  was 
there  that  he  found  one  of  his 
prizes,  a  rare  and  valuable  fossil- 
fish.  It  is  a  skeleton  of  a  prehis-! 
toric  fish  about  14  inches,  long, 
found  after  an  all  day  search  in 
the  chalk  beds  where  no  small  fish  j 
had  been  found  before.  All  others  j 
found  there  had  measured  more 
than  20  feet  in  length. 

Another  .prize  is  a  petrified 
chambered  nautilus.  Another  is 
a  stone  that  can  actually  bend;  it 
is  a  piece  of  flexible' sandstone  that 
he  found  in  North  Carolina.  An¬ 
other  rock  is  one  that  shows  rip¬ 
ple  marks  and  worm  tracks  of 
thousands  of  years  ago.  This 
specimen  shows  that  there  were 
worms  on  a  beach  that  is  now  a 
part  of  Kansas, 

Much  patience  and  care  must 
be  taken  to  remove  the  different 
fossils  from  <he  rocks  because  they 
easily  fall  apart. 

'  Mr.  Long  has  some  shark’s  teeth, 
fossil  sponges,  fossil  ferns  and 
many  other  items  in  his  collection.

Built  for  the  benefit  of  the  Col¬ 
lege,  the  greenhouse  is  the  setting 
for  many  experimental  studies  and 
tests  which  are  made  In  connection 
with  biology  and  agriculture  classes.

Built  In  the  early  1920’s,  the 
greenhouse  was  first  operated  toy 
Mr.  J.  R.  Brink.  In  appearance  it 
has  not  changed  much  since  it  was 
built. 

Mr.  Montgomery  started  working 
in  it  nine  years  ago  and  took  com¬ 
plete  responsibility  six  years  later. 
He  and  Mr.  George  Crane  do  all 
the  greenhouse  work. 

When  questioned  about  his  pref¬ 
erence  in  flowers,  Mr.  Montgomery 
answered  that  he  likes  all  flowers 
and  has  no  particular  choice.  His 
special  pride  is  the  banana  trees 
which  bear  fruit  every  eighteen 
months.  He  is  also  Interested  in 
the  ivy  plants  brought  from  West¬ 
minster  Abbey  by  a  faculty  mem¬ 
ber. 

When  asked  whether  the  green¬ 
house  was  a  success,  Mr.  Mont¬ 
gomery  replied,  “I’ve  kept  a  record 
this  term  and  if  I  had  received 
market  value  for  flowers  I  would 
have  taken  in  more  than  $300.” 

This  fact  proves  the  greenhouse 
is  an  asset  to  the  College,  not  only 
In  flowers  but  also  in  the  garden 
plants  which  are  started  there  for 
the  College  farm.  Residence  Hall 
and  the  Men’s  Quads  eventually 
receive  the  farm  products  for  use 
In  the  College  cafeterias. 

Mr.  Montgomery  says,  "I  don’t 
do  much  with  the  greenhouse  in 
the  summer  time,  but  get  ready  for 
fall,  although  the  palms  are  rented 
in  summer  for  decoration  at  wed¬ 
dings.  I  would  have  flowers  the 
year  around  if  I  had  the  time,  but 
as  it  is  I  have  too  much  other  work 
to  do.” 

The  greenhouse,  which  houses 
all  types  of  beautiful  plants  and 
flowers  is  open  to  interested  stu¬ 
dents.  It  is  built  and  operated  for 
their  pleasure  and  benefit.
